WOULD SPLIT $50,000? 


Miss Jessie EB. Cope of Los Angeies, com- 
plaining witness in the Mann act indict- 
ment against Col. Charles Alexander, mil- 
lionaire grocer, banker, and steel mag~ 
nate of Providence, R. L., was arrested 
by federal officials yesterday on char, 
of attempted bribery. ' 

She is charged with offering to split 
$50,000 with District Attorney Charlies F. 
Clyne and several of his assistants if 
they succeeded in forcing Col. Alexander 
to pay her the money as the price of ¢s- 
caping prosecution, 

The case is the first of its kind on rec- 
ord under the Mann act. Miss Cope took 
her arrest calmly. She was arraigned 
before United States Commissioner Lew- 
is F. Mason, who fized her bond at $5,000. 


Under Surveillance. 

She was permitted to sign this bond on 
her own recognigance. She was placed 
under another bond of $1,000, however, 
as @ government witness against Col. 
Alexander on the Mann act charge, in 
defauk of which she was taken into 
custody and will be held under surveii- 
lance at Coulter house, at 2119 Calumet 
avenue. ¥

Barly yesterday when she 
read of the arrest of Col. Alexander she 
telephoned to Hinton G. Clabaugh, chief 
of the local bureau of investigation, and 
arranged for a meeting. 

Lucien C. Wheeler, a special agent, met 
her at the Great Northern hotel and kept 
her practically in custody until 2 p. m.. 
when she was brought before the com- 
missioner under arrest on the bribery 
charge. 

Following her arraignment she was 
taken behind elosed doors in Assistant | 
District Attorney Michael L. Igoe’s office 
to escape newspapermen and a battery of 
photographers. Later she was taken 
down the federal building freight eleva- 
tor and through the basement of the post- 


office.

Bureau Man’s Confession 
Adds to Halpin-Tobin 
Panic. 


CODE USED ON PHONE. 


The skulking fear of the informer swept 
through the ranks of Chicago's crooked 
police officialdom yesterday. 

The return of the graft indictments 
against Capt. John J. Halpin, Lieut. John 
H. Tobin, and foPmer Detective Sergeant 
Walter O’Brien and the immediate sus- 
pension of Haipin and Tobin by the mayor 
were the developments that appeared op 
the surface of the day’s activities. 

But something else has happened be- 
neath the surface—inaide the ring of those 
who it ft alleged protected thieves and 
shared their spolis, while drawing money 
from the city as guardians of the law. 

Some One Has “Squealed.” 

One man et the detective bureau has 
* squealed.” Whether he is a detective 
or whether he is one of the former officers 
of the station is not certain. The fact 
remains the confession has been made 
and ip return fer it immunity has been 
given. 

“Tt Tieve ancther confession,” eit 
State’s Attorney Hoyne. “It is the con- 
fession of a member of the police depart- 
ment. I have a number of confessions. 
I have some a month old and some of 
them are a year old. None of them have 
been used yet. They will be produced at 
the proper time. 

“Tf am making this public now just as 
a tip or a hunch to some of these police- 
men who are making statements tha}! 
have not got the evidence to back up 
what I say, This might jog their minds 
a dit.” 

Make Immunity Offer. 

Mr. Hoyne refused to talk any fur- 
ther about the additional confessions. 

“ There are some others,”* continued the 
prosecutor, “I would give immunity to 
and, furthermore, 1 think the city au- 
thorities would forgive the past for them, 
but that does not refer to the number of 
them that are in too deep. 

‘*Here’s a piece of the unwritten his- 
tory of the detective bureau during the 
last six months. I won't mention the 
names of the detectives in it, but they 
know. Dick Powell. allas the ‘ Waco 
Kid,” the confidence man we arrested in 
Bl Paso, was taken down in the basement 
of the bureau and beaten up so badly 
that his leg wae broken. 

Send Him Flowers. 

“ He was hurried away by the police to 
a hospital They sent him Sowers and 
telephoned their sympathies every day. 
Later there was a love feast in Skid- 
more’s saloon on the west side and an- 
other fight to decide who was the best 
man. After that more than twenty com- 
plaints from men swindied by Powell 
came into the bureau. 

“When the crooks talked over the tel- 
ephone with the coppers protecting thera 
they used code names to indicate one an- 
other. Halpin was the ‘ Big 8‘ and Tobin 
was ‘Sub 8.’

TURNS TO AMERICA 


Nearly 1,000 men and women assem 
bled in the Garrick theater yesterday 
noon called on President Willson to take 
immediate steps toward bringing the 
European war to @ closes. Mme. Rosike 
Schwimmer of Budapest and Mrs. 
Pethick-Lawrence, militant suffragist 
leader of London, who offered the peace 
resolutions, urged the women present te 
resort to militancy ase means of further- 
ing international peace. 

The meeting was the first of a series 
of public gatherings planned by the emer- 
geney peace committee of thirty recently 
appointed and headed by Miss Jane 
Addams. 

to Wilson. 

The message which will be sent to 
President Wlison reads: 

We urge the president of the United 
states to invite the neutral countries 
of Burope te send envoys to meet the 
delegates he will appoint to carry the 
message of our nation, and that these 
envoys shall unite In a demand upon 
the nations now at war that they de- 
clare @ cessation of hostilities until 
this message shall have been deliv- 
ered, being confident that this armis- 
tice would be the Gret step toward 
permanent peace. 

Mrs. Schwimmer began her talk by 
urging her listeners not to contribute to 
Red Cross work unless they were aseured 
food and clothing for the poor in Europe 
and not for surgical relief work. Con- 
tributions te the ordinary work of the 
Red Cross prolonged the war, she said. 


Appeal to Americans. 

“Tt is to the women of the world,” said 
she, “ that the task of restoring peace is 
given. We women will never believe that 
fighting proves anything. And when this 
war is finished we will ask, Will other na- 
tions follow theezample of Burope? Will 
you imitate what we have done, will you 
flatter us by imitation, or is the United 
States going to show us the way toward 
absolute international disarmament? 

“I ask you not to walt any longer, but 
rise in your night and bring back sense 
to a senseless world. If you use your 
}power, peace will be restored. Never 
befofe has the hope of a world been 
placed on one country as it is now. 

“Rise up and become crusaders, you 
women of America. Go out and fight for 
interverition in this slaughter on the p_rt 
of President Wilson.”

Within Few Days. 


Lorraine, south of the German fortress of 
Metz, are being advanced to within range 
of the outer defenses of the stronghold. 
Although official statements of the last 
few days have been noncommittal as to 
Gevelopments in this section, all reports 
imdicate that the French attack is devel- 
oping to the point where the bombard- 
ment of Fort &. Blaise, the outermost of 
the Mets defenses, may be expected. 
Little has been said of this fighting since 
announcement that the French artillery 
had succeeded in bombarding Arnaville, 
Just across the border on the river Mo- 
selle.

5.—French aviators dropped four bombs 
yesterday in the neighborhood of Frei- 
burg, it was reported from Karisruhe 
today. Announcement of the attack upon 
Freiburg was made in an official state- 
ment. 

A portion of the railway is said to have 
been destroyed. The aviators escaped 
safely despite a fusillade from the Ger- 
man guns in the vicinity. 

Freiburg is in the grand duchy of Bae- 
den, on the Dreisam, seventy-five miles 
southwest of Karisruhe and forty miles 
northeast of Akkirch, where fighting be- 
tween the French and Germans was re- 
ported yesterday.

Preventive of Rheumatism. 

It is with a view of diminishing in a 
measure these sufferings, as far as the 
kaiser’s soldiers are concerned, that the 
German authc ities have hit upon the 
idea of prov ding the officers and men 
with mittens, neckpieces, hoods, ani 
body belts made of the fur of the cat, 
which is particularly efficacious as a pre- 
ventive of rheumatic affections.

It is a service that is appeal- 
ing more especially to the younger ele- 
ment of the population. 

But it is by. mo means restricted to the 
juveniles. Grown men and women, and 
even the aged and the infirm, ere partici- 
pating in the chase of poor pussy, and in 
the rounding up of every feline in sight, 
with an ardor wholly characteristic of 
Teuton thoroughness and patriotism. 


May Give Bryan a Problem. 

While the humber of cats subject to the 
kaiser’s rule is large, until now they have 
been regarded, by the authorities at any 
rate, in the light of a pest, and every con- 
ceivable endeavor has’ been made to dis- 
courage their increase. 

The consequence is that there will prob- 
ably riét be enough cats to satisfy the 
German demand, end it ls on the cards 
that it will be necessary to have recourse 
in the matter to neutral states, especial- 
ly to America. : 

The question will then aries, for the 
firet time in history, as to whether or not 
cats can be considered in the ight of. 
contraband of war. 2 

As the state department at Washington

pest. 

War on Felines in América, 
Here in the Unitcd States cats have 
never received their desefts, and in 1008 
the department of agriculture came forth 
with a pronouncement to the. effect that 
house cats should be exterminated; as 
vermin; that their virtues as destroyers 
of rats and mice were ridiculously exag- 
gerated, and that by their slaughter of 
millions of useful wild birds they did each 
year far more harm than good. 

Now we are accustomed to accord «a 
good deal of attention to the department 
of agriculture, There is none that 
touches the people so nearly. It deter-~- 
mines the quality and gauges the purity 
of our food, drink. and even medicaments.

ents, The Servian arny is so demoral- 
ize@ that ft does not seem capable of 
resuming the offensive, regardless of the 
duration of hostilities. Russia is unable 
to relieve the distress of the smaller 
Slav commiunity, whose helplessness was 
the original cause of the war. 

Servia can be saved, apparently, only 
if Roumania moves an army into the 
unhappy country, or if Italy, by declar- 
ing war against the dual monarchy, 
compels Austria to withdraw from Servia 
for a campaign along the Italian border. 
These possibilities are not so near real- 
ization as to dispel a strong hope eaemong 
the Austrians that when the war ends 
Servia will be im their possession. Such 
@ termination would put Vienna in an 
ideal position to bargain for the restora- 
tion of Galicia. 


Reach Standstill in. Poland. 

The campaign in Poland has remained 
at a standstill during the week. It does 
not, however, resemble the déadlock that 
has #0 long existed in France and Bel- 
gium. Both Russians and Germans are 
much more mobile than are the enemies 
in the west. The Russians have been try- 
ing constantly to get around Von Hin- 
denberg'’s front and cut his communica- 
tions. They have not succeeded only be- 
cause of the German speed in transport- 
ing numerically smaller troops to places 
where the Slav lines are wearést. 

Reports have been circulated in Petro- 
srad during the week that the czar has 
dismissed Gen. Rennenkampf, who was 
one of the few Russian generals to win 
laurels in the Japanese war and to return 
home with the lessons of Manchuria well 
learned. It ia not probable that Rennen- 
kampf has gone, but the report seems 
to mean that disputes concerning re- 
sponsibility for the failure of Russia’s 
strategy are developing among the army 
commanders. This condition of distrust 
is not a happy augury for the future ef- 
fectiveness of the Slav offensive. 


, in Western Battle. 

In the western pattle area the allies 
have beer attempting during the week to’ 
put’ theribelvées Gn thé offéiizive ror the 
firststime sinte the early weeks of the 
war. Not only are sthall euccébses re- 

‘ted in Flanders, but Parise intimates 
the initiative once more is being taken in. 

‘The German state- 
ments bear out the interpolation that the 
kaiger’s troops are now on the defensive 
in the west. For the first. tima Berlin 
locates the fighting in the Meuse region 
by its proximity to Mets instead of Ver- 
dun, 

It is probable that the sudden change 
of offensive in France and Belgium is 
due to the withdrawal! of German troops 
for operations in Russia. 

There is.np indication as yet that the 
allies have been largely reinforced. Bor- 
deaux officially states that. the French 
army now is “ equal to what it was on 
Aug. 2." This means reinforcements have 
done mo more than kept pace with French 
casualty losses. 


British Grow in Strength. 

The British army is undoubtedly grow- 
ing in strength slowly, but not sufficient- 
ly to account for a general allied offen- 
sive unless the Germans have weakened 
their battle line. The week, however.

sides, whatever be the reason forit. The

The Democrats generally admit the 
correctness of Col. Harvey's statement 
that their pariy has been “ unmistakably 
warned "’ by the outcome of the election. 

Incidentally Col. Harvey, who shortly 
before the election ®ecame reconciled to 
the president and again is hs champion, 
admits that the Democratic national com- 
mittee’s anelysis of the returns comes 
dangerously near to forecasting a Repub- 
lican victory two years hence. The colo- 
nel also admits that the Democratic party 
must restore rrosperity in the next two 
years or inevitably ‘‘ make way for an- 
other’ party in power. 


Thirty-two Senators Face Test. 
As now composed the senate has fifty- 
two Democrats; forty-three Republicans, 
and one Progressive. After March 4 next 
it will have fifty-five Democrats, forty 
Republicans, and one Progressive. 
Thirty-two senators will go before the 
people in 1916 for re#lection. Of these 
seventeen are Democrats and fifteen are 
Republicans. All of the Republicans come 
from normally Republican states. Of the 
seventeen Democrats only five come from 
the solid south and twelve come from 
states which are debatable territory in 
every election. Thus, to gain control of 
the senate the Republicans must win eight 
of ‘the states north of Mason and Dixon's 
line, now represented by Democratic sen- 
ators whore terms expire March 4, 1917. 
_ Can this be done? The Republicans say 
*yes. The Democrats say no. The Hepub- 
cans predict they will sweep the entire 


Nor will he have the support of his party 
organization. If he is successful in the 
primaries a large faction of his party ap- 
pears certain to bolt him in the election, 
probably insuring the victory of the Re- 
publican candidate. 


Lea Faces Hard Contest. 
Lea faces similar division in his party 
in Tennessee. However, he is making a 
strong bid for the support of the oppos- 
ing faction of Democratsthere. Thus far 
he has been unsuccessful in his bidding. 
If defeated for the nomination, Lea’s sup- 
porters may bolt the ticket. His oppo- 
nents are extremely bitter toward him, 
charging him with having deserted his 
party on several occasions during his 
career. 
The difficulty the Republicans face in 
West Virginia is not the strength of the 
opposing party, but the factional differ- 
ences in theirown party. If they get to- 
gether, Chilton well may be marked as 
defeated. 
Hitchdock of Nebraska will have the 
fight of his life if a strong candidate is 
put up by the Republicans. The Bryan 
wing of the Nebraska Democracy is op- 
posed to Hitchcock. A bolt is likely to be 
the result of the nomination of a sena- 
torial candidate by either of these fac- 
tions. 


Martine Probably Will Go, 

. Martine.of New Jersey is regarded as a 
sure victim, even though he represents 
the president's own state. Martine won 
his seat in the senate in the famous fight 
between. himself and “Jim” Smith, 
former senator and Democratic boss of 
New Jersey. Running in a primary where 
only a handful of votes were cast, Mar- 


may make the campaign against the sen- 
ator. 

Likewise, if the presidential boom of 
Ambassador Herrick falls through, the 
ambassador may make the race for the 
senate. There is a wealth of material in 
the Republican party, while Pomerene 
has but a small organization, as a result 
of the wrecking of his pcrty in the state

The report of-the committee of the 
American Chemical society on dyestufis 
recommends a high protective tarifl as 
| the only means of furthering the manu- 
: facture of dyestuffs in the United States. 
The committee is composed of widely 
known industrial chemiste and work on 
the report was started soon after the war 
in Burope ¢hen the German supply of 
dyes was cut off. 

The report of the committee, with its 
recommendations, eanclusions. and find- 
ings, is printed in full in the current issue 
@f the Journal of Industrial and Engi- 
, neering Chemistry. Bernhard C. Hesse 
_ of New York was chairman of the com- 
mittee. 

The committee found that the change in 
patent laws which was suggested as a 
Means of protecting the dye incustry 

soon-after the war is entirely impractica- 
ble and would not be efiective, 


Report Is Exhaustive. 

It is the most exhaust ve report made 
on the subject of industrial chemistry in 
the United States. 

“It can be fairly stated that in gen- 
eral,” the commitiee found, “ the chem- 
ical industry of this country is effic.ent- 
ly exploited and is making full use of all 
the opporiunities presented to it under 
the normal conditions existing prior te 
the state of hostilities. 

**Bome of the chem:cals which are im- 
| ported from abroad are made in cons.d- 

erable*’amounts :n this coupiry as well, 
and the amounts imported under no: mal 
conditions depend upon the ord.nary nor- 
mai fluctuations of business conditions 
both here and abroad. 


Steps to Remedy Situation. 

“ With the stoppage of this foreign sup- 
ply the domestic production was not at 
once capable of mak! up the defic.en- 
cy, but in a anmabel of instances the 
American manufacturers have taken 
steps to increase their capacity, and the 
strain in the market of those particular 
things will exist no longer than it will re- 
qu.re to expand the manufacturing facil- 
ites to the proper extent.

Kept Cool by Current. 

They describe it as a paradise. It has 
plenty of rain and is covered with a 
luxuriant vegetation. It ig affected by 
the antarctic current, which keeps it per- 
petually cool, and the northern half, on 
which the rains fall, is covered with 
green. 

The island is only twelve miles long by 
geven miles wide, It consiste of a great 
mass of rocks rising ‘out of the ocean 
to a height of more than 4,000 feet. It is 
made up of hills and mountains, with 
many ravines and short yalleys. The 
most of the shores are inaccessible, but at 
Cumberland bay there is an excellent 
landing place. Behind this is a settie- 
ment of cottages and huts made of cane 
wattled with straw. The houses have 
gardens about them, and at one time 
there was an attempt to start a stock 
raising industry. One settler is said to 
have had as many as 30,000 cattle and an 
equal number of sheep, In tiff, however, 
his business fell off and the cattle ran 
wild. The island now has wild sheep, 
wild goats, and wild mules, and the ani- 
mals thrive without human care. The 
grass is excellent and covers every open 
spot on the northern side of the island. 
tnd also wild vegetables. There are wild 
truits which have reproduced themselves 
from the trees planted by Alexander Bel- 
kirk, and from the same source there are 
wild grapes as Celicious as those which 
Robinson Crusoe dried for raisins. 


Two ‘Hundred Years Ago. 
Alexander Seikirk was the hero of De- 
foe’s story andthe ai Robinson Crusoe. 
He was cast away on this island more 
than 200 years ago, and there is a monu- 
ment to him, consisting of a marble tab- 
let set in the rocks on one of the higher 
parts of the island. The place is known 
as Robinson Crusoe’s Lookout, and it is 
where he is supposed to have kept watch 
fres burning te attract the attention of 
any ship that might pass: The monu- 
ment was erected in 1868 by some English 
naval officers. I have a photograph of 

it. The inscription reads as follows: 


IN MEMORY OF 
ALEXANDER SELKIRK, MA- 
d RINER. 

A native of Largo, in the county of 
Fyfe, Scotland, who lived on this is- 
land, in complete solitude, four years 
fand four months. 

He was landed from the Cinque

A dopen years ago it was the common 
belief that enlergement of the tonsils 
in grown people was of no consequence. 
Tt is now known that a great many in- 
fections get into the system through the 
tonsiis. it ts certain that articular rheu- 
Mmatism and muscular rheumatiem are 
due to infection. Often the infection 
has entered through the tonsils. 

A large percentage of the heart disease 
and some of the Bright's disease are the 
result of infection through the tonstis. A 
good many cases of thyroid enlargement 
are due te infection entering at the same 


portal. 

In some of these casts the tonsils are 
permanentiy enlarged. In othera there 
are recurring attacks of follicular ton- 
silitie. In some, every now and then, 
the throat ts raw and there are fugitive 
pains throughow the body, but on tn- 
spection nothing can be seen to be wrong 
with the tonsils. Maybe, deeper in some, 
there are white, foul smelling, cheesy 
macees tn the tonell crypta. 

In addition to the ecute rheumatisme 
there ie @ group of chroste joint tr-~*'«< 
due to tonsil ebsorption. Some of these 
are called rheumatoid arthritis. 

Thus we see that. even though the ton- 
| ots normally begin to shrink at 10 years 
of age and by Ware quite inconspicuous

Most so 0a Geka tome dita 
tonsil diseases during childhood. We have 
just read Dr. Guiltch’s forcible presenta- 
tion of the inefficiency of children caused 
by tonsils and adeno/dsa. 

What we do not know 60 well is that 
the tonal] infections of adult life are 
even more hazardous and are much more 
Important in bringing about inefficiency.

What's the remedy? 
_ The remedy usually proposed te to cut 
them out. Experience shows that the 
people decline to take the remedy.

Dr. Comree tells us that in 1912 the

There is no doubt abvut the advice being: 
~- geed. The children who are directed io 


have their tonsils and adenoids attended 
to should follow the advice given. Uy 
failing to do so they put @ severe strain 
on the echool funds, and they make trou- 
bie for themselves. both immediately and 
in the ybars to come. 

The eduite who are advised to have 
their tonsils attended to makea mistake 
in mot taking the advice. Maybe the re- 
sult of their failure is that they go hob- 
bling through lle. crippied, by rheume- 
tism. Maybe their widows collect fren 
the insurance companies a few years 
abead of time. 

Why te the advice unheeded? The an- 
ewer ia the same, whether the question 
applies to the children or the adulta. T 
remedy is too radicai, too painiul, and wo 
expensive for the inconvenience and harm 
and danger to remvve which it is advised 
That is the opinion of the patients of the 
radicalism of the remedy on the one hand 


and of the degree of the danger on the 


other. 

Some of them may know of certain scien- 
tific reasons fur not removing tonsils, such 
as the mild character of diphtheria, when 
Umited to the tonsils; the relative harm- 
leseness of bacteria and debris in the 
crypts of the tonsils, the minute struc- 
ture of the tonsils, the ductiess gland 
function of the tonsils. < 

However, generally speaking, thes- 
facts do not enter Into the decisions. The 
average person knows nothing of them 
and cares less. He is not enough éies- 
turbed about this condition to decide to

care of the tonsiia means removal of the

Is TO na Yes Re- 

moval of the tonsils ts the second best 
thing to de. There are emergencies in 
which there is not the time nor the oppor- 
tunity to do anythingelee. In these cases 
the toneila must come out. There are 
cases In which the tonsils are so badly 
diseased that they must come out. In 
these two groupe of cases removal of the 
tonelis is the best course to pursue; the 
procedure moves from second to frst 
place. 
_ For the people advised to have ther 
tonsils attended to who do net belong in 
one of these two groups the best procedure 
ia to have the tonsils treated locally. 
There are instruments now in use foi 
cleaning the tonsils. Some people notice 
tha: every little while round white cheesy 
balls appear in the mouth These have 
been squeezed out of the tonsils by the 
muscles of the pharynx. 

It is possible to remove white cheesy 
débris from the tonsils of many people 
who have never noticed that their ton- 
sils contained débris. Teo clean the crypts 
of tonsils as the teeth are cleaned is one 
object of treatment. 

The other and, according to some eu- 
thorities, the more important object of 
treatment, is to massage the tonafls. 
When the tonsils are large soft, and 
bogay the resistance is low. Good is ac- 
compl'shed by bringing about a passive 
congestion—a Bier hyperemia. The mas: 
saged tonsile All up with the varieties of 
cells which Metchnikof and Wright have 
shown 10 have great power to destroy 
microdrganisms, |

To the medical profession there is « 
strong opinion against the slaughter of 
the tonsils. MacKenzie wrote en article 
on the subject which should have done 
much good, but it was so misquoted and 
misueed thai its efficacy was lost. 

Jonathan Wright, one of theablest men 
doing throat work. argues for more con- 
servatiom tn the removal of tonsils. 

Dr. Comroe says in the Journal of the 
American Medica] Association: 

“ The normal tonsils have physiologic, 
chemical, and phonetic functions which 
should not be indiscriminately eradi- 


“ This paper te an indication of the fact 
that time is training us on this question 
of the slaughter of the tonsils." 

Dr. Zahorsky spoke te the same effect,

Those people who are advised to have 
their tonalle aitended to should follow 
the advice. Some of them should have 
their tonsils removed. For most of them 
it ie better to bave the'r tonsils removed 
than to do nothing. But at thai, fo 
them removal of the tonsils is the setond 
best thing to have done. 

Treatmem of the tonsils takes more 
time and patience. There is nothing 
quick or dramsetic ehout it. It is monot- 
onous, unpleasam, and tiresome Those 
who are without persistence must fal) 
back on operation.

But {t was not to be. There was doubtless much confusion and misdirected 
effort among the French those first weeks. like the futile excursion inte 
Alsace and Lorraine after their Stolen patrimony. leaving the northern armies 
too weak. But they saw thcir error, straightened out--@nd held together. 
They fell back in an orderly retreat that showed perhaps the best strategy of 
the war. undemoralizzed. The long line finally held, ag we all know, is hold- 
ing today w'th go sign of break along tte 300 niles of front. 

For the French netion that achievement in itself must have almost the 
virtue of a victory. They are not the French of 1870-—they have proved it. 
They can retreat before an trresistible foe without losing their morale and 
held them at last. More, they could push the foe back many miles toward 
the frontier. Tf Zola lived today he would be preparing his notes for a com- 
punion epic to the “ Débacle.” with e different note. another finish. 

We know little of what has been going on at headquartérs in this war. 
probably shall never know the whole story of those first weeks when the 
Frerch were bending like a reed before the invaders. But we can see that 
the terrer of the French nation ts different from what it was in 1870. They 
took their reverse calmly, strongly, tike men. There Was no vain empress 
in Paris driving a sick and vacillating emperor with his troops into the 
death trap of Sedan because she feared a revolt of her people if the army should 
fell back on the capital, without attempting to a:d Bazaine. It has not been 
that way urder the republic. 

So whatever may have been the mistakes, the lack of preparation, how- 
ever the end may come finally, the French have no cause for shame. rather 
pride. They have foucht like gallant men for their country, with an unbroken 
spirit, And the country as a whole met the crisis thrust upon !t in an utterly 
suber spirit quite different from 1870, and has shown a marvelous strength 
and steadiness under the trying tactics of retreat and defense which are so 
mrech more difficult than the tactics of aggression. The French might well 
read Zola’s masterpiece now and be proud that within forty-four yeare they 
have risen as a nation from the depth of humiliation to the present beight 
of character.

_fieures are mere mouthpieces of the facts of war, of the battle lines and 
the country. almost as dumb and will-less as the cannon and the horses. These 
human voices come and go as they are needed to give articulate Interpreta- 
tion to the Grama of war. to animate tt with its victims: but their little fates 
are gathered up im the general fate of the conflict, which in this case is a 
débacle. Tt is a great agonizing poem on War. 

And it ts astonishing how close the thing te tn detail to what we are

One might more 
profitably read “La Débacle” and Tolstoi’s “War and Peace,” if he wants 
to realize -what war means, than study the fragmentary and fictitious dispatches 
in the newspapers.

They sent a message asking on what 
termmMyghe Russians would renew the old friend!y relations, A Russian officer 
promised to visit the German trench on condition that he was not made 
prisoner. An hour later there sat in the trench a gigantic, very hungry Russ 
who Gevoured vast quantities of “kalter Aufechnitt” and drank schnapps 
Schnapps, be said, he hed not tasted since the beginning of the war. The 
echnapps went to hie head and he fell asleep. 

In vain the “ Hamburger Geese” tried to awaken him. They had promised 
not to make him prisoner and that gave him a claim te their protection. 
They reasoned that if he was not back by nightfall he would be suspected 
of desertion or even of treason. The big Russ was a Baltic province native 
with a German Game, and that would intensify suspicium. The “Geese” 
decided to carry him back to hie trench. 

As they had no right to risk their men’s tives. the officers decided to do 
the work themseives. They slung the tipsy Russian in a hammock, swung 
the hammock on two sticks and intrusted it to two HMeutenants.

“The Packard Motot Car company of 
Detroit’ has built a racing car. [It has 
been tried several times over the Indian- 
apdlis speedway, arid, although equipped 
with a, stock motor,/has made severe! 
flaps of the speedway in 1:45, aa average 
of eighty-five miles an hour. 

This information was brought to Chi- 
cagé by Joe Dawson, the racing driver, 
who was injuréd in the 500 mile race at 
Indianapolis May 30, while trying to 
duplicate his victory of 1912. Dawson, 
at the invitation of Packard officials 
personally, made several teats of the car. 
He pronounced these tests startling be- 
cause of the little difference in the racing 
car chassis and the stock car job. 


Describes Build of Car. 

As described by Dawson the motor is 
stock, The wheel bage has been short- 
ened to conform to the best practice 
adopted by firms to make a business of 
racing on the speedway, and a wind re- 
sigiance body has been fitted.

NE who sees anything of the great 
armies in times of war will have 
etched upon his memory certain 
vivid pictures or impressions that 
will remain as long as he liven Upon 
all sides he sees things which re 
mind him of the paimings of De Nea- 
Ville and Detaille, and he will wish as 
@arnestiy as I did that many of these 
wonderfully striking pictures will be ade- 
@uately preserved by men who will do 
their work as well as the two great French 
Masters. 

The whole tragedy of war is a series of 
spectacies that atrike the senses and the 
emotions in every xey—seomber, joyous, 
gad, triumphant, glor.ous, strident, and 
even at times humorous. Humor goes 
hand in hand with pathos and often as 
the safety vaive when the heart is tried to 
the breaking point, just as tears often- 
times give relief to the intensest sorrow. 
Soldiers surrounded by suffering and 
@eath nerve racked with the overwhelm- 
ing tragedy of battle, or shadowed with 
Constant danger, will still find things te 
laugh at and joke about. Otherwise they 
would go mad. 


Boidiers crouching fn the trenches, with | 


bursting shelle scattering death. about 
them, will smile grimly as « huge biack 
cloud of smoke suddenly expands above 
them in an ear splitting crash. “ There 
Goes another Jack Johnson,” they mutter, 
or “they're beginning with their coal 
Duckets again.”

In @ certain battle twe of the officers 

posted their calling cards on some of the 
Shells they shot at the enemy. 

Ona German motor truck carrying am 
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munition to the front and wounded men 
back, there yor a dummy Sgure stuffed 
with straw end weerlng @ French uni- 
form, sitting jauntily astride the heod of 
the engine motor. 

Men become hardeneé er socustomed 
to the grim horror ef their surroundings 
and scoop achieve an attitudes of mind 
that is half fatalisticand half indifferent. 
They see so much suffering and so much 
death that it all le taken as part of the 
game and quite to bedxpected, Lives are 
being snuffed out on every side and if it 
comes their turn all right, 

At the station in Maubeuge, while the 
trains of wounded men were coming back, 
there were soldiers drawing humorous 
pictures in chalk on the sides of the cars 
that carried fresh men to the froat. 

—— 

Perhaps it is the strange junible of ex- 
periepoes, both comic and tragia, that 
makes soldiers dread the bettie whea 
they are in it and ache for it when they 
are out of it. Hach man who goes to war 
probably knows’ that % is to be the one 
great period of his life, the days that he 
will look back upon most eagerly. aad the 
days about which he will taik when he is 
an old man with his grandchildren about 
him. Every day he spends in such stir- 
ting times is giving hint a choice store of 
memories upon which he may draw when 
his life settles down to the even tenor of 
norma! times. 

One cannot go to war without coming 
away, if he comes at all, with his memory 
far richer in impressions and vivid pie 
tures. 

I don’t think I shall ever ferget cer 
tain pictures that were engraved uposa 
my memory end my emotions while 1 was 
with the German army. 

I shall never forget the first twe Ger 


man soldiers I saw in Lowveln, or the 


hundrede of thousands whe follewdéd 
them, flowing through the streets of the 
city unti) the mind fairly reeled under 
the magnitude of the spectacle. It seemed 
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~ German Cavdly Ga: the Road trom-Retns to the Right-Flaik, 


Glemental, ITke the rear and moveiwent 
of a Niagare.

I'm sure I shall never forget the gray 
éesolation of the little Beigian town of 
Batticen, every house shattered and not 
& human being remaining in the town, or 
what was the tewn. I think I then reai- 
tzed to the fullest that this was te be & 
wer that was @ war, and that it was not 
te be a kid glove affair. 

Nations, empires, dynasties, destinies, 
and continents were hanging upon the 
iasue, and it wae te be a desperate as 
well as a gigantic struggle. 

And 1 shall never forget the ride along 
the beautiful Meuse, in the late afternoon, 
when the valiey and hills were an ever 
changing panorama of loveliness that ce- 
lighted the senses, or the end of the ride 
as we rolled inte the battered streets of 
Dinant, where the heavy hand of war had 
falien so terribly. The cgoutrast was 
shocking. 

Or the silence that hung over the street 
that fronts the field hospital’ in Hirson, 
as, one day, we stood waiting on them to 
Carry out the dead. Across the street was 
posted a half company of soldiers, gtand- 
ing at rigid attention, A horse and truck 
Stood at the curb, Just outside the en- 
trance te the hospital.

Upon all sides were evidences of the 
destruction and deadly fire of the French 
artillery. The walis of the fort on the 
heights of Brimont were battered, the 
big gateway leading across the moat into 
the fort was damaged by « shell, and at 
many places ail about us were huge 
gashes made in the earth by exploding 
shells. 

It was evident that the Fretich gun- 
ners not only had the exact range, but 
that the position was one which was ex- 
posed at all times to artillery Gre.

Aloag the edge of the Bf at Brimont 
a series of heavy earthworke were built, 
and it was possible te approach these with- 
eut exposing ourselves te the view of the 
Vrench gunners.

We walked along a sunken road 
that flanked the earthworks until we 
reached @ spot from which the city lay 
spread, clear and distinct, on the great

A eraight, tree lined road stretched 
from Brimont to the city and other tree 
lined roads crisscrossed the piain itn other 
directions. The advanced trenchesof the 
Germans were said te be close in te the 
edge of the’ city, screened by the trees 
which probably Ganked the River Veale 
or one of the canals. 

I could eé66 soldiers moving icisurely 
back and ferth along this road leading inte 
Reims from Briment anc I saw a little 
Getachment of cavairy riding across the 
plain toward the advanced German post 
tions. The fact thai they were not at the 
moment being fred on and the fact that 
their movements were leisurely convinced 
me that we might easily have goue on 
inte the edge of the city itself without 
much danger.

From the earthworks on Brimont I 
Studied the plain and the city and the 
cathedral with my glasses. The distance 
te the cathedral was about five miles, and 
of course 1 could not see how seriously 
the sculptured detail of t).e building had 
been injured by the German shell fre. 
The roof of the pave was gone, but the 
tewers and walle of the cathedral had not 
suffered any change im their structural 
forms. I thought the top of one of the 
towere showed signe of damage, but f 
was too far away and too indistinct to be 
eortain. :
